The  Planting  and  Care  of  the  Dahlia 

HE  DAHLIA  today  is  one  of  the  outstanding1  flowers  of  our 
gardens  and  no  garden  can  be  without  them  and  be  com¬ 
plete. 

For  those  who  have  never  grown  this  beautiful  flower  the 
gate  is  open  to  much  adventure  and  enjoyment. 

The  culture  is  comparatively  easy  and  they  can  be  grown 
successfully  under  adverse  conditions,  requiring  little  care, 
and  always  giving  a  reward  that  is  greater  than  most  other 
flowers.  Its  great  wealth  of  color  and  varied  types  and  forms  makes  this 
a  miraculous  flower  that  will  each  day  reveal  a  new  beauty  to  be  enjoyed. 

THE  SELECTION.  This  is  important  and  many  times  is  given  little 
care.  Obtain  healthy  stock,  free  from  stunts  and  disease,  from  a  grower 
whose  reliability  is  beyond  question.  The  best  stock  is  cheaper  at  a  higher 
price,  than  inferior  stock  at  lower  prices.  Types  and  classes  most  pre¬ 
ferred  by  some,  do  not  appeal  to  others  at  all.  Select  the  colors  and 
characteristics  most  preferred  in  their  respective  classes.  The  price  does 
not  always  assure  you  of  receiving  the  best  variety.  Supply  and  demand 
regulate  price.  Many  of  the  older  varieties  have  not  been  surpassed  by 
the  newer  ones.  They  are  less  expensive  and  are  worthy  of  consideration 
in  making  a  selection.  A  variety  in  order  to  be  retained  must  possess 
unusual  merit. 

PREPARATION.  The  soil,  if  very  heavy,  should  have  a  top-dressing 
of  lime.  Autumn  is  the  best  time  for  this  application.  If  the  ground  for 
planting  is  selected  at  that  time,  it  is  well  to  spade  in  some  well  decom¬ 
posed  manure  with  the  same  operation.  In  the  Spring  keep  the  ground 
well  cultivated,  until  time  for  planting  the  tubers,  never  permitting  the 
weeds  to  grow.  The  kind  of  soil  is  not  nearly  as  important  as  the  con¬ 
dition.  At  the  time  of  planting,  spade  the  soil  well  to  a  depth  of  twelve 
or  fourteen  inches  and  if  the  soil  is  not  sufficiently  moist,  it  should  be  wet, 
in  advance  of  planting  time. 

THE  PLANTING.  The  time  for  planting  in  this  vicinity  is  from  May 
20th  to  June  15th,  although  many  dahlias  planted  as  late  as  August  have 
bloomed  very  successfully  in  our  gardens.  It  is  an  excellent  plan  to  make 
two  or  three  separate  plantings.  This  will  assure  you  of  having  fine  blooms 
for  exhibition  purposes.  Rows  should  be  three  or  four  feet  apart  and  two 
or  three  feet  between  the  plants.  The  tuber  should  be  four  or  six  inches 
below  the  surface.  Lay  the  tuber  flat  with  the  eyes  or  sprouts  up  and  never 
stand  on  end.  The  success  of  the  tuber  can  never  be  judged  by  its  size. 
Some  varieties  make  tubers  much  smaller  than  others.  The  small  tuber 
is  equally  as  valuable  as  the  larger  ones.  The  only  use  of  the  tuber  is  to 
start  the  plant  and  to  assist  it  until  it  developes  its  new  feeding  roots. 
It  often  requires  two  or  three  weeks,  before  the  plant  comes  through  the 
surface. 

THE  CULTIVATION.  Do  not  cultivate  when  the  soil  is  wet.  Hoe 
carefully  to  prevent  a  crust  forming;  the  deeper  the  soil  can  be  worked 
the  longer  it  will  hold  the  moisture.  Much  care  must  be  exercised  when 
cultivating  before  the  plants  can  be  seen,  as  they  are  easily  broken. 

FERTILIZING.  (See  preparation).  It  is  best  started  in  the  Autumn, 
but  it  is  not  without  success  to  work  in  the  fertilizer  when  preparing  the 
ground  for  planting  in  the  Spring.  An  application  of  manure  or  any  potato 
fertilizer  can  be  effectively  applied  at  this  time.  When  the  plants  are 
beginning  to  bud,  apply  a  good  concentrated  fertilizer,  one  containing 
phosphoric  acid  and  sulphate  of  potash;  avoid  rich  nitrogenous  fertilizers, 
as  they  make  an  over  abundance  of  foliage  at  the  expense  of  flowers  and 
roots.  They  make  the  tubers  shrivel  quickly,  being  soft  and  inferior 
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and  they  do  not  keep  well  over  the  storage  season.  We  have  found  the 
following  to  be  an  excellent  formula: 


Nitrogen . 2  per  cent 

Phosphoric  acid  . 8  per  cent 

Potash,  sulphate  . 6  per  cent  with  other  ingredients. 


Broadcast,  keeping  the  foliage  free.  Apply  1  lb.  to  about  30  sq.  ft.  Work¬ 
ing  it  into  the  soil  a  few  inches  from  the  plant.  An  application  of  bone 
meal  when  cultivating  is  of  much  assistance  to  the  flowers  and  roots. 
About  1  lb.  to  25  sq.  ft. 

WATERING.  This  is  only  necessary  during  extreme  drought,  never 
before  the  plant  is  well  started.  When  watering,  give  the  plant  a  good 
soaking  in  the  morning  or  evening.  If  watered  lightly,  the  roots  come  to 
the  surface  to  obtain  the  moisture  and  come  in  contact  with  the  extreme 
heat.  Once  or  twice  each  week  is  sufficient.  When  artificial  watering 
cannot  be  resorted  to,  mulching  will  suffice.  But  when  this  is  done,  it 
stops  cultivation  so  this  must  not  be  applied  before  August. 

DISBUDDING.  To  get  the  best  blooms,  it  is  necessary  to  disbud.  The 
process  is  simple  and  very  easily  accomplished.  First,  permit  only  one 
shoot  to  remain,  never  more  than  two,  selecting  the  most  hardy  one,  re¬ 
moving  all  others.  Pinch  out  the  top  of  the  plant  when  it  is  about  three 
or  four  joints  above  the  ground.  This  will  make  the  plant  branch  out, 
making  it  more  shapely  and  it  will  not  become  so  easily  broken  by  the 
winds  that  are  often  severe  at  the  blooming  season.  However,  it  is  always 
best  to  stake  the  plants.  When  the  lateral  shoots  or  flower  branches  de¬ 
velop,  at  every  set  of  leaves  on  the  branch,  a  new  set  of  shoots  will  appear. 
Be  sure  to  remove  these  shoots  leaving  but  two,  those  nearest  to  the 
original  stalk.  These  will  develop,  making  new  flower  branches  after  the 
other  flower  has  been  removed.  The  little  shoots  or  “suckers”  are  easily 
removed  with  the  fingers.  They  should  be  separated  from  the  plant  as 
soon  as  they  develop  enough  to  be  broken  loose,  leaving  the  strength  for 
the  plant  and  blooms.  When  cutting  the  blooms  cut  down  to  the  remaining 
shoot  that  you  have  left  at  the  base  of  the  branch.  Unless  the  plants  are 
disbudded  you  will  have  small  inferior  flowers.  Some  varieties  require 
more  disbudding  than  others.  The  pompon  varieties  are  covered  with  large 
quantities  of  small  flowers,  there  being  no  advantage  in  disbudding  them. 
Strong  hardy  blooms  are  always  grown  on  new  branches  and  never  on  hard 
woody  stalks.  The  topping  of  the  plant  retards  the  blooming  two  weeks. 
It  is  wise  to  do  this  as  it  keeps  the  plant  from  becoming  too  far  advanced 
before  the  dry  season. 

INSECT  PESTS.  The  dahlia  has  few  serious  pests  to  contend  with,  in 
fact,  less  than  most  any  other  flower.  If  troubled  with  the  insects 
attacking  the  dahlias,  just  write  for  our  advice  on  controlling  the  trouble. 
It  will  be  cheerfully  given.  The  two  pests  most  prevalent  are  aphis  and 
borer.  Aphis  is  easily  controlled  by  any  good  nicotine  solution.  The  borer 
or  heart-worm  occasionally  attacks  the  plants.  The  plant  will  wither  and 
droop  when  it  has  been  attacked.  The  insect  can  be  removed  by  care¬ 
fully  opening  the  plant  at  the  first  solid  joint,  starting  at  the  bottom  of 
the  plant.  This  is  easily  done  with  a  pen-knife.  Unless  the  insect  is  re¬ 
moved  the  plant  will  be  destroyed.  By  burning  all  dead  stalks  and  weeds 
in  the  Autumn  you  will  do  much  to  destroy  this  insect. 

CUTTING  THE  FLOWERS.  This  should  be  done  in  the  morning  and 
the  stems  placed  in  water  at  once.  Cut  long  stems  even  if  you  do  not 
want  them,  as  this  will  keep  the  plant  down  and  develop  long  stems  on 
the  following  flowers.  Do  not  let  the  flowers  fade  on  the  bush.  The 
more  you  cut  the  better  will  be  the  next  blooms. 

DIGGING  AND  STORING  THE  ROOTS.  Lift  the  roots  when  frost 
has  destroyed  the  plants,  exercising  great  care  so  as  not  to  break  the 
necks  of  the  tubers.  The  clumps  should  be  stored  upside  down  in  a  cool 
frost-proof  cellar,  carefully  covered  with  dry  sand,  peat  or  something 
that  will  prevent  them  from  drying  out.
